Dobson, Robert Calhoun and his premier 
t wirier, Charles Block. 

President Charles A. McCrea presid- 
ed. Other officers present were First 
Vice-President A. A. W. Canizarcs, Sec- 
ond Vice-President Murdo MacKenzic, 
Treasurer Charles K. Clay. The four 
clubs represented all posted their guar- 
antee money for franchises in the cir- 
cuit for the 1919 season. 

Application was made for member- 
ship on behalf of the Narberth Athletic 
Association by Manager Frederick 
Walzer. Xarberth, a three-time cham- 
pion of the league, always was a good 
baseball town, and gave the fans a for- 
midable club and only retired from the 
league under the pressure of war con- 
ditions. It is anticipated that Narberth 
will have a new athletic field this sea- 
son and have such former players as 



Langdon, w Nig" Koons, Flick Stites, 
Dick Wallace and Vernon Fleck as a 
nucleus for a good team. 

The Brandywine club, recently reor- 
ganized in West Chester, was repre- 
sented by its president, John Clower, 
and Secretary Alger C. Whitcraft, and 
applied for membership in the circuit. 
Tin's club has been chartered and should 
give the Chester County fans real sport. 
Its new manager, Fred Stamler, is 
known to the Main Line fraternity. He 
was a catcher with the Union A. A., of 
Lansdowne, under Manager Rhoads. 

The Wayne Club has failed to indi- 
cate a willingness to participate in the 
league, notwithstanding that town had 
the banner attraction last season when 
represented by the United States Marine 
team. 

The applications arc to be given due 
consideration by the membership com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Barker, 
Rhoades, MacKenzic and McCrea. The 
league will play two seasons, tho first 
closing on July 4, with morning and 
afternoon games, and the last half clos- 
ing on Labor Day. There will be a 
twenty-game schedule, allowing Satur- 
days in September for the championship 
series between winners of first and last 
halves.

Narberth is to be congratulated on 
having at the call of the people a really 
competent organization such as our 
Horns Guard. 

During the recent epidemic of burg- 
lary, or wave of crime as it might be 
-called, our Home Guard has voluntarily 
and without cost to the citizens, organ- 
ized a careful and systematic patrol of 
all streets within the Borough limits. 
Until conditions become normal again 
the patrol will be continued every night 
after sun down. 

Anyone wishing adlitional protection, 
as in the ease of a house being vacant 
<luring the evening or ladies arriving 
■ on late trains without escorts, can call 
Narbarlli 1289, where members of the 
Home Guard will be on duty at all 
Jiours. 

The Guard is co-operating with Con- 
stable Walzer, who in turn is receiving 
the support and co-operation of Captain 
-Donaghy, of the Lower Morion police. 

.^Members of the Guard are all sworn 
in as "Deputy Constables and carry po- 
lice sticks, blackjacks, whistles and 
badges furnished through the courtesy 
of Captain Donaghy, as well as firearms 
furnished by tho members themselves. 

There have been no robberies since the 
patrol has been active, nor is there any 
likelihood of any while the Guard is 
on duty, although several suspicious 
characters who could not give an ac- 
count of themselves were arrested. 

It is no small matter for the mem- 
bers of the Home Guard to devote their 
time and efforts on work of this kind 
for the protection of the Borough, and 
■(Captain Hartley and his men certainly 
.should be appreciated as a welcome and 
-necessary organization. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Oh! Mr. Cub, or Mrs. Cub, who wields 
the eloquent pen in a facetious way to 
the interest and amusement of all read- 
ers of Our Town. 

Jn last week's issue lie spoke of a 
'* howdy-do" and asked for an explana- 
tion of the Home Guards' authority to 
act as police. 

A dose reading of his article shows 
that ho is really all praise for the Home 
Guard Police, who pntrol the streets at 
all hours of the night, without pay or 
glory, for the protection of the rest of 
us. 

But he seems to be speaking as a 
mouthpiece for others who are not in- 
terested iu or familiar with doings in 
the borough and who have allowed their 
hammers to sling in the direction of 
our loyal Home Guard. Perhaps if some 
of these were to volunteer to do police 
duty they would be more familiar with 
the questions of duty and authority. 

As a matter of fact, at the begin- 
ning of the war the Legislature of the 
State of Pennsylvania passed an act 
creating a body of Pennsylvania Home 
Defense Police, each county as a separ- 
ate district presided over by one chief. 
The Montgomery County district is in 
charge of Captain Donaghy, Chief of the 
Lower Morion Police. 

At the solicitation of Captain Hart- 
ley, of the Narbcrth Home Guard, Chief 
Donaghy came to Narbcrth and through 
Constable Walzer swore in the Narberth 
Guard as a unit of the Montgomery 
County branch of the Pennsylvania 
Homo Defense Police. They are subject 
to call in Montgomery County, and can 
summon aid from any part of the county 
where such organization exists. 

With the authority vested in them by 
the Pennsylvania State Legislature, 
they may make an arrest without war- 
rant at any time, which cannot be done 
by any other police except under certain 
conditions. 

Captain Donaghy has congratulated 
the Narberth Guard on their prompt 
action and praises our Guard for being 
the first on the job along the Main 
Line. 

As additional information we might 
add that the President of Councils and 
two members of the Police Committee 
were quite familiar with the Home 
Guard Patrol and approved of the plan. 
So please may we have the little ham- 
mers tied against the wall where they 
belong, and please, Mr. Cub, remember 
that Our Town is a booster paper, al- 
though little knocks are permitted as 
long as no real harm or misunderstand- 
ing results, and we trust that we shall 
have the pleasure of reading more 
"Cub Stuff" in the issues to come.

DAYLIGHT SAVING MEASURE OP-

Strong protests against the proposed 
daylight saving regulation for the com- 
ing summer were expressed at State Col- 
lege, Pa., by the hundreds of Pennsyl- 
vania agriculturists attending the an- 
nual Farmers' Week conferences. They 
unanimously adopted a resolution oppos- 
ing the measure, and R. L. Watts, dean 
of the Pennsylvania State College Agri- 
cultural School, sent it to Washington. 

The farmers contended tho daylight 
saving program was a hardship to them. 
As a wartime measure, they declared, 
they had abided by the regulation last 
summer without complaint, but they 
were opposed to its resumption for the 
reason that they lose valuable time early 
in the mornings when the soil and crops 
are too wet with dew to permit work- 
ing.

MAIN LINE TO NAME SHIP. 



Wins Honor for District Because of 
Record With Loan Drive. 

Because of ils record in the last Lib- 
erty Loan Campaign the Main Line Lib- 
erty Loan Committee has been informed 
that the district has won the honor of 
naming a ship which will lie launched 
soon and of selecting a sponsor. This 
notification was contained in a letter 
from K. McLnin Watters, chairman of 
the Advisory 'Committee for Pennsylva- 
nia, to David S. Ludlam, chairman of the 
Main Lino Committee. 

Representatives of the various Main 
Line sub-divisions met at Ludlam \s of- 
fice recently and selected the name, Lib- 
erty Land. An alternative selection was 
Liberty Light. It was required that the 
word Liberty should precede the rest of 
the name. A sponsor has not yet been 
selected. The suggestion will go to 
Washington for approval and, if adopt- 
ed, one of the ships now building at 
Hog Island, Chester or Bristol will bear 
tho name and will stand for the Main 
Line district. 

The opportunity for the Main Liners 
comes at a good time, as they already 
are looking forward to the next cam- 
paign, in which the big and wealthy 
suburban district has no intention of 
' 'falling down." 



WAR STAMPS. 



To invest in War Stamps is not only 
a patriotic duty which all of us should 
regard, but it is an investment which 
cannot be beaten because of the rate of 
interest paid and the privileges con- 
nected with it.

NARBERTH TEMPERATURES. 



Comparisons between the temperature 
at Narberth and Philadelphia bring out 
some unexpected results. One would 
naturally suppose that the maximum 
temperature of each day in Narberth is 
about 3 degrees lower than Philadel- 
phia. An examination of the data be- 
low will show that such is not the case. 
That there is a considerable difference 
between tho two places is true, but if 
the average temperature of each place is 
taken and compared, the difference in 
question is masked and leads to an er- 
roneous impression. To bring out this

Which indicates Xarberth is only a 
little more than y<* degree cooler than 
Philadelphia when the highest temper- 
atures prevail. Xotice the exception in 
October, when Narberth was 2/10 of a 
degree warmer than the city.

This table shows that Narberth is 
very nearly 4% degrees colder than 
Philadelphia during the period when 
the lowest temperatures arc experienced. 
Tho difference begins to show almost as 
soon as the sun is down, as thermometer 
readings at 8 P. M. are well below those 
at tho sar?o hour in Philadelphia. Ther- 
mometers with a window exposure will 
show higher results than the above 
tables, probably from 3 to 5 degrees, de- 
pending on tho character of exposure, 
and would thus make Narberth appear 
to be warmer than Philadelphia,
